At the meeting of the stockholders of the Bank 
of the United States held on the Ist inst. Messrs. 
Charles Chauncey, Alexander Henry, Cadwallader 
Evans, Charles Jared Ingersoll, James Ronaldson, 
and James C. Fisher, were appointed a committee 
to examine the statements laid on the table by the 
President. The meeting then adjourned to 9 o’clock 
the next day. uch 


The next morning the committee, through their 


Chairman, Mr. Chauncey, made areport respon- 
sive to the address of the President,—embracing a 
statement of the condition of the bank in August 
1828, and a comparison ofits present condition with 
its condition in 1822," The report concluded with 
resolutions approving of the administration of the 
bank in every thing general and particular, which 
resolutions were adopted without a dissenting voice

Miscellancous Epitome. 





Trade to the United States——It appears by the 
last of arrivals for the quarter ending on Saturday 
last, that there is a considerable falling off in the 
number of arrivals from America, in the number 
compared with the corresponding quarter of last 
year. Inthe former year, the number of arrivals 
from the United States in the June quarter was 
20.5 ; and in the present only 94, making a deficiency 
in the space of three months, of not less than 111 
vessels —Liverpfiool paper. 

At a meeting of the Roman Catholic Associa- 
tion in Dublin, on the 21st of July, Mr. O’Connell 
read a letter addressed to himself. forwarding a Bill 
of Exchange for £182 8s 8d from Philadelphia, 
to the Catholic Rent Fund, and requesting that the 
subscribers be admitted members of the Associa- 
tion: He made a moti n to that effect, and then 
adressed tha meeting at some length In the course 
of his remarks, he observ d that he had communica- 
tions from Boston and other parts of America. and 
that there was not a town or village throughout the 
United States but were likely to contribute. 

Lead Mines —The town of Galena, at the Lead 
Mines in Illinois, was commenced in 1826 We 
learn from the journal printed at that place, that it 
now has a population of near seven hundred. There 
are 42 stores and warehouses; 22 purter cellars 
and groceries; a goodly number of lawyers and 
physicians, and a general assortment of mechanics, 
&c. The number of dwelling-houses and stores 
is 195; and 46 new buildings are going up. There 
have been 75 steamboat and 33 keel boat arrivals 
since Ist March. About eight million pounds of 
lead were experted during the year ending Ist June 
last. The population in the neighbourhood of the 
mines, is estimated at 10,000. 

Authentic Aneedote—When, during the late 
war, Admiral Warren was lying in the Chesapeake, 
Captain Smith was sent by Commodore Stewart, 
then at Norfolk, to negociate an exchange of priso- 
ners. The news had just arrived of the capture of 
the Java, and the Admiral, speaking of that event, 
asked Captain Smith how it happened that our 
frigates were so succesful in taking theirs —Capt. 
S. answered that he knew no reason for it unless it 
was that we fought better. “ No,” said the Admi- 
ral. “that cannot be; but the reason is, that two- 
thirds of your crews are British seamen ”’ “Then,” 
replied Captain Smith, “the other third, being 
Americans, makes the whole difference.” 
Admiral attempted no further explanations or argu- 
ment on the knotty subject 

We doubt if the records of wit can produce a 
more happy repartee. It was prompt and sharp; 
and, at the same time, goes to the very heart and 
marrow of the question. It is one of those pushes 
that c+n neither be parried nor returned. It closed
